Dead Man Came to Highland Park Late 

Saturday Night and Fell on Slippery 

Walk on Way to Residence 



A newsboy on liia early morning route 
in Highland Park Siindny came across the 
body of William Brace, a member of the 
law firm of Defrees, Brace & Ititter, frozen 
stiff in the snow within 100 feet of his 
residence. 

There, were no evidences of foul. play and 
a theory that Mr Brace, while on his way 
homo late the previous evening, had been 
stunned by a fall upon the "slippery side- 
walk and had 'succumbed to the cold, was 
supported by the verdict of a coroner's 
jury. 

Mr. Brace and Henry D. Lauuhlin, presi- 
dent of the Perry Sidebearing Company, 
went to Madison, Wis., last Friday, to. ap- 
pear before the United Slates court there. 
Mr. Laughlin was to go on to St. Paul, but 
Mr. Brace returned to Highland Park 
Saturday evening. The hour of his arrival 
was not known, and it could not be learned 
if he took a train directly to Chicago, aim* 
by way of Milwaukee on a train that stopped 
at Highland Park or left it at some point 
farther north, and by interurban electric 
reached the suburb. 

Narcis Berubo, a 10-your-old school boy 
■who was delivering Sunday papers, ap- 
proached the Brace residence at Linden 
avenue and Sheridan Road by I ho way of 
the former street at 6:30a.m. Ashe 
went down nn incline leading to a Ravine 
directly adjoining tho Brace property he 
aaw a dark mass lying in the snow. He 
was too frightened to investigate, and, de- 
livering- the rest of his papers, told two 
other lK»ys of his discovery. The three re- 
turned and identified the body as that of 
Mr. Brace. 

When the police had taken the body into 
tho house Mr. Brace's partners were noti- 
fied. They went directly to Highland 
Park where they ma^e a thorough exami- 
nation of the snow near the place where 
tho body was found, questioning, tho boys 
closely, and when tho • coroner, Dr. J. L. 
Taylor, of Libertyville, arrived they had 
ready for him all thoir information in con- 
nection with tho case. 

The body lay with tho head to tho north, 
as if the homeward. bound man's foot hnd 
slipped under him on tho slope and he had 
fallen upon bis back, a belief supported by 
tho crushing in of tho back of his derby 
hat found under hit*- head. 

There were no Bigns of a strugglo in the 
enow or that Mr. Braco had moved after 
tho fall. His small handbag was about six 
feet back, as if it had been thrown by the 
jerking 1 of his arms when ho felt himself 
fllipping. Tho contents of his pockets, 
money, jowolry and papers, were undis- 
turbed. 

Mr. Brace's partners said his personal 
habits were uninjurious, save that marked 
qb they were by close application to his 
work and lack of physical exercise, they 
might leaye him incapable of tho BtrugU* 
with. a bad storm from the railroad depot 
to his house, a distance of one-third of a 
mile.

Mrs. Rngor* was about 37 year-* of age 
and was of a bright and cheery disposition 
which endeared nor to all who knew her.

V, ted wife and mother, 'her husband and 
two daughters. Miss Genevieve/ Rogers, 
who resides with- her parents and Mrs, 
George Olcott of .Wankegan.

Speaking of tho different liquids fa- 
vored by great orators for refresh- 
ment during their speeches, Grimth 
Boscawen, In his book, "Fourteen 
Years In Parliament," credits Bis- 
marck with having carried an army 
bill .with tho aid of eight lemon 
squashes.

And it was Bis- 
marck who lamented: "Ah!' English 
politics has suffered since statesmen 
have no longer strong heads for wine. 
They are too cautious, never make a 
bold stroke." It was a mixture of 
Moselle and seltzer that Bismarck 
used in tho relchstag to keep his 
hoarseness down and his spirits up. 
The supply used to be maintained by 
a relay of waiters running between 
the chancellor's bench and the kitch- 
en. At the zenith of his fame, minis- 
ters, secretaries of state and privy 
councilors were alono worthy to con- 
coct the mixture, and when Bismarck 
was making his last great speeches in 
tho relchstag they were kept busy 
behind him with wine bottle and selt- 
zer siphon In composing his drink, 
for Bismarck required eighteen or two 
dozen glasses of Moselle and water 
during a speech.

A pension of $30 a month for each sur- 
viving veteran of ihe Union army in the 
civil war is provided for in a bill introduc- 
ed by Congressman Dakes) who is said to 
be a candidate for commander-in-chief of 
theG.'A. R. 

When the service pension net was passed 
last February there was much speculation 
as to what its effect would be in placing 
upon the pension rolls the names of soldier* 
and sailors who theretofore had'never made 
application for tho government's/bounty. 
Some of the officials at the pension office 
.vere of the opinion that there would be as 
many as 100,000 applications from mem- 
bers of the so-called "unknown army." 

Few persons thought the number would 
be less than 250,000. 

Up to the present year 282.850 certificates 
granting pensions under this act had been 
issued. Tho total number of certificates 
issued under all laws lust year was 00,870. 
Only G8GI new names are on the pension 
rolls at this time as a result of the legisla- 
tion in February. ' 

Tho service pension law provides for the 
allowance of a pension of 812 a month to 
soldiers between the age of 62 and 70 years 
who served ninety days; a pension of 815 
a month to soldiers between the age of 70 
and 75 year", and a pension of $20 to sol- 
/diers over 75 years. 

In the last few weok's many senntorB and 
representatives have been asked by pen- 
sioners whether it will be necessary for 
them to make new applications when they 
reach tho period of life which .qualifies 
them ton higher rating. 

For instance a soldier 69 years old,' and 
pensioned at $12, would he entitle*} to a 
rating of $15 on his next birthday. 

The commissioner'of pensions holds that 
in cases of this kind the pensioner must file 
a no v application. He says- it impossible 
for the pension office to keep a birthday 
book.

Makers of Mirrors Poisoned by the 
Vapor of Mercury. 

Every mirror is made at the coat 
of human suffering and poisoning. The 
silvering of the glass by applying a 
layer of tinfoil alloyed with mercury 
Involves so much risk of poisoning, 
the work people constantly breathing 
the mercury vapor, that numerous at- 
tempts have boon made to use an- 
other metal for the purpose. 

It was shown by Llebig that a fine 
adherent deposit of metallic sliver 
could bo applied to glass by reducing 
a solution of a silver salt with milk 
sugar, so this method has been em- 
ployed as a % commercial process. There 
have beea partly successful attempts 
to got a llko deposit of copper. 

.Tho mirror often lacks brilliance 
and Is usually, disfigured with stains.. 
But it has been found by one P. D. 
Chattaway of England that solutions 
of copper salts can produce brilliant 
reddish films of metallic copper which 
are as perfect reflectors as silver mir- 
rors. HiB method of coating glass 
with a layer of .copper, it Is thought, 
will probablyvbo used extensively In 
making mirrors and other glassware 
articles.

/Tendency of .Oil Concern to "Over-

President Roosevelt's slzrllnR mes- 
sage to congress asked the enactment 
of. a fair employers' liability law, more 
powers for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, und the executive again 
called to the attention of tho Jaw- 
makers his campaign against the spe- 
cially privileged rich." Regarding tho 
employers' liability act. recently de- 
clared unconstitutional by tho supremo 
court, the president said: 

VAa regards the employers* liability 
law, I advocate Its Immediate recnact- 
ment, limiting Its scope so that It shall, 
apply only to the class of cases as to 
which the court says It can constitu- 
tionally apply, but strengthening Its 
provisions within this scope. Interstate 
employment being thus covered by an 
adequate national law, the field of in- 
trastate employment will be loft to the 
notion of tho several states. With this 
clear definition of responsibility tho 
mates will undoubtedly glyo to the 
performance of their duty within their 
Held the consideration the Importance 
of thof subject demands. 

*'I also very urgently advise that a com- 
prehensive net be passed providing for 
compensation by tho government to all 
employes Injured In tho government 
service. Under the present law nn In- 
jured workman in tho employment of 
the" government has no remedy, and 
the entire burden of/the accident falls 
on the helpless man. his wife, and his 
young children. This Is an outrage. 
It is a matter of humiliation to tho na- 
tion that there should not bo on our 
statute books provision to moet and 
partially ntone for cruel misfortune 
when it comes upon a man through no 
fault of his own while faithfully serv- 
ing the public." 

' Assails Injunction Abuse. 

Abuse of the use of the Injunction 
In labor cases provided another theme 
for tho executive. Ho declared there 
is somo need for action regarding the 
rights and wrongs of labor from black- 
listing to boycotting. Continuing, he 
eald: 

"As regards injunctions, I can do lit- 
tle but repeat what I have said In my 
last message to congress. Even though 
it were possible. I should consider It 
most unwise to abolish the use of tho 
process of Injunction. It is necessary 
In order that the courts may maintain 
their own dignity and In order 'that 
they may In effective manner check 
disorder nnd violence. Tho Judge who 
uses It cautiously nnd conservatively, 
but who, when the need arises, uses It 
fearlessly, confers the greatest ser- 
vice upon our people, and his preemi- 
nent usefulness as a public servant 
should be heartily recognized. But 
there Is no question In my mind that 
It lias sometimes been UBcd heedlessly 
and unjustly, and that some of the in- 
junctions Issued lnmct grave and oc- 
casionally Irroparablo wrong upon 
those enjoined." 

That tho Santa Fo railroad president 
had guilty knowledge of rebating is an 
assertion which tho executive mode 
with effect In his message he In- 
closed letters nf correspondence, which 
ho declared point to the truth of his 
statements. His words In this con- 
nection are: 

"In enclose herewith a statement Is- 
sued by the chief of tho bureau of cor- 
porations In answer to certain state- 
ments (which I also enclose), made by 
nnd on behalf of the agents of tho 
Standard Oil Corporation and a letter 
of- tho attorney-general containing an 
answer to certain statements, also In- 
closed, made by the president of the 
Santa Fe Railway Company. The 
Standard Oil Corporation and the rall- 
• way company have both been found 
guilty by the courts of criminal mis- 
conduct; both have been sentenced to 
pay heavy fines; and each has issued 
nnd published broadcast these, state- 
ments, asserting their Innocence and 
denouncing ns Improper the action of 
the courts nnd Juries In convicting them 
of guilt. These statements are very 
elaborate, are very ingenious, and arc 
untruthful In Important particulars. 
The letter and lnclosure from Mr. 
Heney sufficiently Illustrate the meth- 
ods of the high officials of the Santa 
Fe and show tho utter falsity of i their 
plen of Ignorance, the similar pica of 
the Standard Oil being equally with- 
out foundation." 

Would See Traffic Associations. 

Uniformity of railroad rates was an- 
other ono of the executive's themes 
which Is of Interest to tho general pub- 
lic and President Roosevelt advised a 
pool of traffic associations for the pur- 
pose of conferring on rates. In that 
connection ha contluned as follows: 

"I dcslro to repeat my recommenda- 
tion that railways bo permitted to form 
traffic associations for the purpose of 
conferring about and agreeing upon 
rates, regulations, and practices affect- 
ing Interstate business In which tho 
members of the nssociatlon are mu- 
tually Interested. This does not mean 
that they should bo given the rlsht 
to pool their' earnings or their trafllc. 
The Inw requires that rates shall be 
so adjusted as not to discriminate be- 
tween Individuals. localities, or differ- 
ent species of trafllc. Ordinarily rates by 
all competing lines must be the same. 
As applied to practical conditions, the 
railway operations of this country 
can not bo conducted according to law 
without what is equivalent to confer- 
ence nnd agreement. The articles un- 
dor which such associations operate 
should be approved by the commission; 
all their operations should be open to 
public Inspection; and the rates, regu- 
, latlons. nnd practices upon which they 
ngrco should, bo subject to disapproval 
by. the commission." 

Then followed a "roast" on the "evil 
rich." The president told of the cam- 
paign which the wealthy lawbreakers 
eonductcd and set forth remedial legis- 
lation. Ills- statement In that regard 
folio wa; 

•'Under! no circumstances would we 
count. -nance attacks upon law-abiding 

froperty. or do aught but condemn 
hoso who hold up rich men ns being 
evil men because of their riches. On 
the contrary, our whole effort Is to In- 
sist upon conduct, and neither wealth nor 
property nor any other class distinction, 
ns being the proper' standard by which to 
Judge the notions of mon. For tho hon- 
est man of great wealth we havo a 
hearty regard. Just as we have n hearty 
regard for tho honest politician nnd. hon-. 
, est newspaper. But part of the move- 
r.ier»t to uphold honesty must 'be a move- 
ment to irowci ■ on dishonesty. -' We at- 
tack' only comtpt men ot wekUX, who 
find In the purchased politician the moat 
. efficient 'Instrument of corruption nnd In 
the purchased newspaper the most' effi- 
cient defendur- of corruption. Our main 
qunrrel Is not with - theso agents and 
representatives ot the Interests. They 
derive, their chief power from the < great 
sinister offenders who stand .behind 
them. They nro but puppets who mo^o 
as the strings are pullod. It Is not the 
puppels, hut tho strong cunning nn*n 
and i the mighty forces ►working for evil 
behind nnd through the puppets, with 
whom we have to deal,' "We seek. to con- 
trol law-defying wealth; In the first plae. : 
to prevent Its doing dire evil to the r* 
? public, and. In the next place to nvolu 
' ,,tlio vindictive and dreadful radicalism 



which, If left uncontrolled, It Is certain 
in tho. end to arouse." 

Big Corporations Are Hit. 

By easy stages the president drew near 
to the Standard Oil trouble of a short 
time, ago, and then ho told of alleged 
methods of the Rockefollor syndicate to 
"overawe . common carriers, crush out 
every competitor and look down upon tho 
people with a contompt which tho public 
deserves as long- as it permits such men 
to act with Impunity." It was at that 
point and In connection with the Insur- 
ance and Chicago & Alton scandals that 
Mr. Roosovelt took tho heaviest fall out 
of wealthy corporations which have been 
held to account by the government The 
message continued: 

"Tho keynote of all these attacks upon 
thCoffort to securo honesty. In business 
and In politics Is well expressed In bra- 
sen protests against any effort for the 
moral regeneration of the business world, 
on tho ground that It is unnatural, un- 
warranted and Injurious, and that busi- 
ness panic is tho necessary penalty for 
such effort to securo business honesty. 
Tho morality of such a plea Is precisely 
as great as If made on behalf of the 
men caught In a gambling establishment 
when that gambling establishment Is 
raided by tho police. If such words moon 
anything they mean that those 
whose sentiments they represent 
stand against tho effort to bring 
about a moral regeneration of business 
which will prevent a repetition of tho in- 
surance, banking and street rallrond 
scandals in New York; a repetition of 
tho Chicago & Alton deal; a repetition 
of tho combination between certain pro- 
fessional politicians, certain professional 
labor leaders, and certain big financiers, 
from the dlsgraco of which San lrancls- 
co has just been rescued; a repetition 
of tho successful effort by tho Standard 
Oil people to crush out every competitor, 
to overawe tho common carriers, and to 
establish a monopoly which treats tho 
nubile with a contempt which tho public 
deserves so long ns It permits men of 
such principles and such .sentlmcn s to 
avow and act on them with impunity. 
The outcry against stopping dishonest 
practices among wrongdoers who hap- 
pen to be wealthy la precisely similar 
to the outcry raised against every effort 
for cleanliness nnd decency n city gov- 
ernment, because, forsooth, It will hurt 
business/" - .*• 

Tells of Criticising Judges. 
"Our opponents, have recently been bit- 
terly criticising the two judges referred 
to In tho accompanying communications 
from the Standard Oil Company and the. 
Santa Fo Railroad for having Imposed 
heavy fines on these two corporations; 
nnd yet these same critics of these two 
Judges exhaust themselves in denounc- 
ing tho most respectful and cautious 
discussion of tho official action of a Judge 
which results In Immunity to wealthy 
and powerful wrongdoers. Most certain- 
ly It behooves ub all to treat with tho 
utmost respect tho high office of judge: 
and our judges, as a whole, are brave 
and upright men. Respect for the law 
must go hand In hnnd with respect for 
tho judges; and, as a whole, it Is truo 
now as In the past that the judges stand 
In character and service above all other 
men among their fellow-servants of the 
public. Tho Judgo who does his full 
duty well stands higher, and renders a 
better sendee to tho people, than any 
other publlo servant; ho Is entitled to 
greater respect; and If ho Is a true ser- 
vant of the people. If ho Is upr ght, .wise 
and fearless, ho will unhesitatingly dis- 
regard even the wishes of the people 
If they conflict with the eternal prin- 
ciples of right as against wrong. Ho 
must servo the people; but he must 
servo his own conscience first. All honor 
to such a judge; and all honor can not 
bo rendered him If it Is rendered equal > 
to his brethren who fall Immeasurably 
below the high : Ideals for which he 
stands. Untruthful criticism Is wicked at 
all times, and whoever may be tho ob- 
ject; but It Is a peculiarly flagrant in- 
iquity when a judgo 1 Is the -object. No 
man should lightly criticise a Judge; no 
man should, even in his own mind, con- 
demn a Judge unless he Is suro of tho 
facts. If a Judge Is assailed for stand- 
ing against popular folly, and above a 
fo? standing against mob violence, nil 
honorable men Bhould rally Instantly to 
his support. Nevertheless If ho clear > 
falls to do hlB duty by the public m 
dealing with lawbrcaklng corporations, 
lawbreaklng men of wealth, ho nriust ex- 
pect to feel the weight of public opin- 
ion; nnd this Is but right, for except n 
extreme cases this Is the only way In 
which ho can bo reached at all. No ser- 
vant of the people has a right to expect 
t~ v. n f rAn from tuftt and honest criticism. 



to bo free from Just and honest critic! 

"An Ethical Movement." 
, "The opponents of the measures we 
'champion single out now one and now 
another measure for especial attack ann 
speak as If tho movement In which we 
are engaged was purely economic. It has 
a largo economic side, but It Is funda- 
mentally an ethical movement It Is not 
a movement to be completed In one year, 
or two years or three years; it is a 
movement which must be persevered In 
until the spirit which lies behind It sinks 
deep Into the heart and the conscience 
of the v wh0le people. " Is always Im- 
portant to choose the right .means to 
achieve our purpose, but It »■«*•« 
more Important to keep this purpose 
clearly before us; nnd this purpose is 
to secure national honesty in business 
and In politics. We do not subscribe to 
the cynical belief that dishonesty and 
unfair dealing are essential to business 
success, and are to be condoned when tho 
success Is moderate and applauded when 
the success Is great. The methods by 
which the Standard Oil people and those 
engaged In the other combinations of 
whlSh I have spoken above have 
achieved great fortunes can /J>nl£bejjuii- 
tlfled bv the advocacy of a system 01 
morality which would also Justify every 
form of criminality on the par of a 
labor union, and every form of violence, 
corruption, and fraud, from murder to 
bribery and ballot-box stuffing In poli- 
tics. We are trying to aocure equality 
of opportunity for all; and l the strap e 
for honesty is tho same whether It Is 
made on behalf of one sot of men or of 
another. In the Interest of the small 
Bottlers and landowners, and against the 
emblUercd opposition of wealthy owners 
of huge wandering flocks of sheep, or ot 
corporations desiring to rob: the >1 people 
of coal and timber, we strive to put an 
2nd to the theft of public land in the 
west. When we do this, and protest 
against the action of all men. whether 
In public life or In private life, , jvho 
either take part In or refuse to try to 
stop such theft, wo are really engaged 
In the samo policy as when wo endea\or 
to put a stop to rebates or to prevent 
tho upgrowth of uncontrolled monopolies. 
Our effort is simply to enforce the prin- 
ciples of common honesty and common 
sense. It would Indeed bo 111 for the 
country should there be any halt In our 
work." 

State Government Must Aid. 

Eltl -v the state or national gov- 
ernment, must undertake the regula- 
tion, of which the president spoke, and 
the executive asked the common- 
'wealths to share tho responsibility of 
curbing those corporations, which are 
accused of evil-doing. "Of course in 
any event both the notional and ntnto 
governments must each do Its part, 
said Tresldent Roosevelt's message, 
and each can do a certain amount 
that .the other cannot do, while the 
only really satisfactory results must 
.be obtained by the representatives of 
the notional and state governments 
working heartily together within their 
respective spheres. But In my Judg- 
ment thoroughgoing, and satisfactory 
control can In the end only be obtained 
by tho nctlon of the national govern- 
ment, for almost all the corporations of 
enormous wealth— that Is. the corpo- 
rations which It la especially desirable 
to control— are engaged In Interstate 
commerce, and derive their power ami. 
their Importance not from that portion 
of their business which la intrastate, 
but from the Interstate business. It Is not 
ensy always to decide Just where tho lino 
nf demarcation between the two kinds 
of business falls. This line must ulti- 
mately .bo drawn by the federal 
courts. Much \ofUho effort to.aecuro 
ndequato control of the great corpora- 
tions by state action has been . wiso 
■and effective, hut. much of It has been 
riclther; for when the effort Is made 
• o accomplish by the nctlon of the state 
what can only bo accomplished by the 
action of tho nation, tho result can only, 
be disappointment, nnd in the end the 
law will probably be declared uncon- 
stitutional. So likewise In the national 
arena, wo who believe In the measures 
herein advocated are hampered and 
not -aided 'by tho extremists who advo- 
cate -action so violent that It woulo 
either bo useless or else would caure 
more mischief than It. would remedy. 
Points to the Future..* 

"The laws must In tho future be ad- 
"•nJnlsirred n?* thoy.nre'.now being ad- 
laruititt'.rod. noftt.at the department of 



justice may continue to be. what it now 
Is, In very fact tho dopartroent of Jus- 
tice, where so far as our ability per- 
mits justice is meted out with an even 
hand to great and small, rich and poor, 
weak and strong. Moreover, thoro 
should be no delay In supplementing the 
laws now oii thostatuto books by tho 
enactment of further legislation as 
outlined in tho message I sent to tho 
congress on Us assembling, under the 
existing laws much, very much, has 
been actually accomplished during the 

East six years, and It has been shown 
y- actual experience that they .cant be 
enforced against tho wealthiest cor- 
poration and tho richest arid most pow- 
erful- manager or manipulator of that 
corporation, as rigorously .and fearless- 
ly as against the- humblest ,, offender. 
•Above all., thoy havo been \ onforced 
against tho very wrongdoers and 
agents of wrongdoers who have for 
bo many years gono scot-free and 
flouted tho laws with Impunity, 
against great law-defying corpora- 
tions of immense wealth, which, until 
within tho last half dozen years havo 
treated themselves and havo expected 
others to treat them as being boyond 
and above" all posslblo check from law. 
It 1b especially necessary to aecuro to 
tho rcpresentatlvea of tho national gov- 
ernment full power to deal with the 
groat corporations' engaged »ln Inter- 
state comerce, and above all. with the 
great Interstate common carriers. Our 
peoplo should clearly recognize that 
while thero aro difficulties In any 
course of conduct to bo followed In 
dealing with theso great corporations, 
theso difficulties must be faced, and ono 
of three courses followed. Tho first 
course Is to abandon all effort to over- 
see and control tholr notions In the In- 
terest of the general public and to per- 
mit a return to the utter Inck ot con- 
trol which would obtain If they wcro 
left to tho common law. I do not for 
one moment bcllevo that our people 
would tolernto this position. Tho ex- 
traordinary growth of modern indus- 
trialism has rendered tho common law,, 
which grew up under and was adapt- 
ed to deul with totally different condi- 
tions, In- many respects Inadequate to 
deal with the new conditions. These 
new conditions make It necessary to 
shackle cunning bb In tho past wo havo 
shackled force. The vast. Individual 
and corporate* fortunes, tho vast com- 
binations of capital, which have marked 
the development of our Industrial sys- 
tem, create new conditions, and neces- 
sitate a change from tho old attitude 
of tho state and tho nntlon toward the 
rules regulating tho acquisition nnd 
untrnmmelod business uso of prop- 
erty, In order both that property may 
bo adequately protected, and that at 
the samo time those who hold It may 
be prevented from wrongdoing. 

Talks of Financial Stress. 
"We have. Just pased through two 
months of acute financial stress. At 
any such time It Is a sad fact that en- 
tirely Innocent people suffer from no 
fault of tholr own; nnd every one must 
feel tho keenest sympathy for the 
largo body of honest business men, of 
honest Investors, of honest wagewprk* 
era, who Buffer becauso Involved In a, 
crn«h for which they are In no way 
responsible. At such a time thoro Is 
a natural tendency on tho part of many 
men to feel gloomy and frightened at 
the outlook; but there" Is no. justifica- 
tion for this feeling. There Is no na- 
tion bo absolutely sure ofultlmato auc- 
cess as ours. Of course wo shall suc- 
ceed. Ours is a nation of masterful 
energy, with a continent for Its Homnln, 
and It feels within Ita veins tho thrill 
which comes to thoso who know that 
they possess tho future. Wo aro not 
cast down by the fear of failure. We 
are upheld by the confident hope of ul- 
timate triumph. The wrongs that ex- 
ist aro to be corrected; but they In no 
way justify doubt as to the final out- 
come, doubt aa to the great material 
prosperity of tho future, or of tho lofty 
spiritual life which Is to bo built upon 
that prosperity as a foundation.. No 
misdeeds done In tho present must bo 
permitted to shroud from our eyes the 
glorious futuro of tho nntlon: but be- 
cause of this very fact It behooves us 
never to swerve from our resolute pur- 
pose to cut out wrongdoing and uphold 
what Is right. I do not for a moment 
believe that the actions of this admin- 
istration have brought on business dis- 
tress; so far aa this Is due to local and 
not world-wide causes, and to the ac- 
tions of any particular Individuals, it 
la due to tho speculative folly and fla- 
grant dlahoncaty of a few men of great 
wealth, who seek to shield themselves 
from tho effects of tholr own wrong- 
doing by ascribing its results to tho 
actions of those who havo sought to 
put a Btop to tho wrongdoing. But If 
It were true that to cut out rottenness 
from the body politic meant a; mo- 
mentary check to an unhealthy 
seeming prosperity, I should not for 
one moment hesitate to put the knife 
to the corruption. On bohalf of all 
our people, on behalf no less of the 
honest man of means than of the hon- 
est man who oarns each day's liveli- 
hood by the day's sweat of his brow, It 
Is necoasary to insist upon honesty in 
business and In politics alike. In all 
walks of life, in big things and In little, 
things; upon just and fair dealing as 
between man and man. -Thoso who 
demand this are striving for the right 
in the spirit of Abraham Lincoln," said 
the president In conclusion.

Manuel II. Now King.. 
A boy king, who henceforth will be 
known as Manuel II., Is now tho ruler 
cf the' Kingdom of Portugal, and the 
revolution Into which x the instigators 
of the bloody events of Saturday had 
hoped to plunge the country has not 
yet at least engulfed the nation. 

Franco, tho dictator and real com- 
mander of the country's destinies, 
whom tho moral and physical might of 
all parties and powerful Interests has 
not succeeded in destroying, roraalns 
still the triumphant leader, not only 
unconquered and unaffrlghted, but re- 
tained In power by the now king, de- 
termined at all hazards and at all 
costs to' prevent further violence and 
Insurrection and to preserve the mon- 
archy. 

People Stricken with Grief. 
The only word of Indication that 
universal order In. Portugal has pos- 
sibly been broken came from Oporto 
In the term of a rumor that a republic 
had been proclaimed there, but this 
was not confirmed. Lisbon, from a 
scene of ' revolutionary outbreaks, 
seems sincerely prostrated with grief. 
Tho streets are silent and the people, 
wearing emblems of mourning, pass

Story of the Assassination.

death at the hands of assassins. Re- 
turning from a sojourn at tho king's 

estate at Villa Vicosa, accompanied by 

the queen, tho crown prince and tho 

Infant Manuel, tho sovereign seeming- 
ly was In happy mood when he 

stepped Into the carriage In waiting 

at .the railroad station. |As the car- 
riage sharply turned into the Rua do 

Arsenal there was a crackling of guns, 

and a shower of bullets tore their way 

into the bodies of the king, and crown 

prince and the little princo, who 

proved an easy target. The assassins, 

numbering six in all, boldly ran up to 

the sides of tho carriago and poured 

In a hall of lead before tho stupefied 

escort could Intervene. The king and 

crown prince, half rising, fell back Into 

the cushions, tho blood gushing from 

many wounds. 

Queen Tries to Shield Them.

Springfield, 111.— The Oglesby-Jones 
direct plurality primary bill was 
passed by the bouse Wednesday by a 
vote or 88 to 33. The bill, which had 
previously passed the. senate, went to 
Gov. rpeneen for his signature. 

The OgleBby-Jones bill wipes out all 
party conventions and provides a sys- 
tem of nominations by direct vote of 
all candidates for ull elective state, 
congressional, senatorial, county, city 
and village, including officers of the 
municipal court of Chicago, town and 
Judicial offices, members of the state, 
board of equalization, clerks of the 
appelate courts, trustees of sanitary 
districts and for the election of pre- 
cinct, senatorial and state central com- 
mitteemen, by all political parties. 

The act does not apply to the nom- 
ination of candidates for. electors of 
president and vice-president of the. 
United States and trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, nor to township and 
school elections. The name of no 
person nominated by a party required 
under tho provisions of the act shall 
be placed upon tho official ballot in 
November unless the person Is nom- 
inated under its terms. This will pre- 
vent "snap" conventions being held 
before the new law becomes operative, 
July I, as all nominations made prior 
to tills date are declared to be of no 
effect. 

A political party is designated as 
ono that polled more than two per 
cent of tho vote cast In the entire 
state at the general election for state 
and county offices then next preceding 
a primary. Tho same applies to the 
political division In' which officers are 
elected. 

The primary shall* be held, at tho 
regular polling places. An "April pri- 
mary" Ib provided to bo held euch 
year after 1908 on the second Tuesday 
In April. For the spring or municipal 
elections a primary shall be held on 
the second Tuesday In March in each 
year at which the officers like mayor 
and aldermen are to be nominated to 
be voted upon at the April election. 
The polls are to be opon from C a. m. 
until 5 p. m. 

Tho state central committee Is "to 
be composed of one member from each 
congressional district or 25 members. 
They are to be elected by congres- 
sional districts. The members of tho 
committee 30 days after their election 
shall meet In Springfield and organize 
by electing from among their number 
a chairman and may elect an execu- 
tive committee or other officers. 

A blank space is to be provided on 
the primary ballot In which the voter 
may write the name of his cholco for 
precinct committeeman and the one 
receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected, in caso 0/ 
a tie the primary judges cast lots to 
decide. The county central commit- 
tee Is to consist of the chairmen of 
the various precinct committees, 
which in Cook county will make a 
county central organization of 1,380 
members. Of this number 1,259 will 
come from the city proper and 121 
from tho country districts. 

In Cook county the senatorial com- 
mittee shall consist of three members 
to bo elected from each district. Tho 
congressional committees in Cook are 
to bo composed of tho members of the 
precinct committees residing within 
tho limits of tho congressional dis- 
trict. The city central committee of 
each political party shal be composed 
of the precinct committeemen residing 
within the city proper. 

A systom of conventions Is pro- 
vided for the purpose of selecting dele- 
gates to state conventions to elect 
delegates to national assemblages. 

Tho senatorial committee, 33 days^ 
prior to a primary, shall meet and de- 
termine how many candidates Its party 
shall nominate for representative In 
such senatorial district, whether one, 
two or three under the minority rep- 
resentation plan. The judges of gen- 
eral elections shall net at primaries. 

Candidates for state offices must ob- 
tain a petition signed by not less than 
1,000 voters or more than 2,000. Other 
candidates must have their petition 
signed by at least one-half of one per 
A cent, of the qualified primary electors 
|| of lils party In the political division 
j which the office ho aBplres to Is In. 

Aspirants for state committeeships 
must obtain at least 100 signatures 
and senatorial committeemen must' 
obtain at least ten signatures to their 
petition. 

Candidates for United States senator 
must secure not less than 3,000 or 
more than 5,000 names to their peti- 
tions. The Idea of limiting the number 
of signatures is to prevent this re- 
quirement being used as a campaign, 
effort by the obtaining of a large peti- 
tion.

The annual cost, of sanitation on tin- 
Panama Canal Zono is, approximately, 
§2,000,000, and since this govefment took 
over the project the entire cost amounts to 
$5,307,000, for sanitation alone. While 
this sum seems a large one, no one now 
doubtfl that it is a wholly legitimate and 
absolutely necessary expenditure. Col. 
Goethals has recently cited the possibility 
of an outbreak of yellow fever as one ot the 
element that may greatly increase the cost 
of canal construction and snch an outbreak 
would so completely demoralize the force ol 
workmen on the zono that the work of 
reoganiza^ion would have to be practical!* 
done over again. Sanitation, therefore, 
not only contributes to the ultimate success 
of the canal enterprise by reducing the 
probability of a serious epidemic of disease 
to aminimnn. but it also contributes to 
the reduction of its possible total cost.

This will prove quite 
an advertisement of the -enterprise of our 
village, for a'ljght on an elevation of thi» 
kind can bo plainly seen for miles around.

The man 
scented trouble and left, the officers how- 
ever Bat down and waited and when ho re- 
turned a few dayB later to get his time 
check he was captured. Ho wus taken to 
lElkhorn and placed in jail. 




This is a question which has re- 
ceived a great deal of attention and 
about which there has been much dis- 
cussion. Whether/ or not wide tires 
arc the most satisfactory depends 
upon a number of things.. For ex- 
ample; on hard roads, wide tires do 
not pull any heavier than narrow 
tires, hut on some country roads, and 
especially where tho dirt "rolls up, 
it is difficult to use a wlde-tlred 
wagon. Many states have legislated 
on this subject, but the question 1b 
still unsettled. Let ub look for a mo- 
ment at some of the problems. 

One of the most convincing tests, 
which has been referred to often, was 
that made at the Missouri agricul- 
tural college several years ago. A 
load weighing 3.G65 pounds was used 
in the test. The tires of the wheels 
were 1% Inches and three iches, re- 
spectively. The draft of the narrow 
tires was 439 pounds, or 41.6 per cent, 
more than the wide tires. Estimat- 
ing the wagons to weigh 1,000 pounds, 
thus on broad tires a 3,248-pound load 
would be drawn aB easily as 2,000 
pounds on narrow tires. The broad 
wheels do not Injure the turf, while 
the narrow wheels go through. 

Under some circumstances, the nar- 
row tires evidently draw easier. This 
is true on a dirt road which Is muddy. 
Then, too, ns a rule, broad tlrcB have 
"been used on low wheels. Generally 
speaking, low wheels pull heavier 
than high wheels, particularly where 
the road Is rough. In a recent Inquiry 
sent out to users of low-wheeled, wide- 
tired wagons, the consensus of opin- 
ion was that wide tires were much 
more satisfactory; first, because It 
was easier to put on the roads; sec- 
ond, because the r?ads were Injured 
less by these wide tires. Where nar- 
row tires tended to cut up the surface 
of farm roads, wide tires tended to 
pack the surface and make It >»ard. 

A few years ago some very com- 
plete tests were made at South Bend, 
Tnd. The conoluslons were as fol- 
lows: On hard roads, block pave- 
ments and other permanent and sub- 
stantial toads, there was no argu- 
ment, so far as actual draft is con- 
cerned, the effect being rather against 
the wide tire and in favor of the nar- 
row tire. In the effect on hard roads, 
wide tires have the advantage, and 
this benefit should be appreciated by 
turnpike and macadam companies. 
In -soft mild, slush and other similar 
circumstances the advantage la 
I against the wide tire and In favor or 
the narrow. On the other hand, on 
eod and soft ground, where the wld 
tire does not cut In and 
one does, the advantage 
side of the wide tire. 

A test was made at the Ohio state 
university and the results were simi- 
lar to those in Missouri. Two horses 
could easily draw a heavy load on a 
grass sod where the tires used were 

used. 

It will thus be seen, says Orange 
Judd Farmer, that tho matter of wide 
tires Is very important from the 
standpoint of the man who is Inter- 
ested In better highways. There are, 
however, two Bides to the Question, 
and every state must fully discuss and 
Investigate before attempting 
and regulations.

— The Joncs-Oglesby di- 
rect plurality primary bill Is a law.. 
Assured of Gov. Deneen'B signature 
immediately upon its passage In tho 
house after the senate had put upon It 
a stamp of approval, the measure Iisb 
become one of the state statutes, amid 
predictions of political turmoil from 
its enemies. By a vote of 88 to 33 the 
bill passed tho house. It will be avail- 
able for this year's primaries, which 
will be hold In August. The general 
understanding among the leaderB here 
is that the opposition to Gov. Deneen 
will center on one man and that ho 
will bo former Gov. Yates. Mr. Yates 
was at tho bedside of his mother, who 
is quite feeble. His friends, however, 
were confident he would enter the 
race against Deneen and that he will 
make his announcement shortly. Fol- 
lowing are provisions of the Jones- 
Oglesby bill In part: 

Nondnat loin.— All candidates for nil of- 
fices except the university trustees nnd 
township and school district olllces -shall 
bo nominated by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. The person receiving the highest 
number of votes at a primary as a can- 
didate of a party for tho nomination for 
an office shall he tho candidate of that 
party for such office, and his name shall 
bo placed on the official ballot at tho elec- 
tion then next ensuing. 

Candidates to be so nominated Include 
the candidates for nil elective stato, con- 
gressional, senatorial, county, city, vil- 
lage, town and Judicial offices. They In- 
clude the members of the state board of 
•cqunllrutlon, clerks of the nppellate court, 
trustees of the sanitary districts and of- 
ficers of the municipal court of Chlcugo. 

Definition of Political Parties.— A party 
which cost more than two per cent, of 
the total vote for state and county offi- 
cers at the general election preceding a 
primary In any poUtlcnl division is re- 
quired to muke Its nominations under the 
act. 

Date of Primaries.— For 1908 the pri- 
maries for all parties will be held on 
August 8. Thereafter primaries shall be 
held as follows: 

For the nomination of state candidates 
and other candidates for the November 
election, primary on the second Tuesday 
in April. 

For the nomination of Judicial candi- 
dates for the June judicial elections, pri- 
mary on tho second Tuesday in April. 

For city elections In cities which elect 
on the first Tuesduy In April, primary 
on the last Tuesday In February. 

For city election In cities which elect 
on the third Tuesday In April, primary 
on the second Tuesday In March. 

Polls open from six o'clock In the morn- 
ing until live o'clock at night, and leave 
of absence of two hours allowed the vot- 
ers who wish to absent themselves from 
their employment for the purpose of 
voting. 

Bartonvllle Report Out. 

The report of all accidents and 
deaths at the Bartonvllle asylum dur- 
ing the last year, 705 In number, was 
made public by the legislative Investi- 
gating commltteo on request of Gov. 
Deneen. The report includes five vio- 
lent deaths. Along with the tabulated 
statement of accidents was a letter 
from Dr. George A. Zeller, In which 
he made some comparisons with other 
institutions wlilch have been held up 
as model Institutions. The compari- 
sons, in the main, are favorable to tho 
liartonville Institution, showing a 
smaller proportion of accidents, ac- 
cording to population, than the asylums 
named. Following is the table of 
classified accidents:

Doings of the Legislature. 
• The house passed the following 
blllB: Senate bill 672, referring to tho 
location of school hotiBo sites and le- 
galizing certain acts of boards of edu- 
cation. 

Senate bill 597, designating tho na- 
tive oak as the state tree and tho vio- 
let as the Btute flower. 

Senate bill G03, appropriating $10,- 
000 for the use of tho internal Im- 
provement commission In Investigat- 
ing the deep waterway project be- 
tween Cairo and East St Louis. 

An effort was made to pasB the sen- 
ato bill 5G8, increasing the fees paid 
tho state architect from 1% per cent, 
to not to exceed 2% per cent,, but ac- 
tion was postponed during roll call. 

A bill appropriating. $10,000 addi- 
tional for the ordinary expenses of 
the girls' school at Geneva was passed 
In tho house. 

The following bills were signed by 
Gov. Deneen, who took several hours 
the other day to carefully scrutlnlzo 
a number of measures which had 
been passed: 

Hotiso Bill No. 891— Legalizing and. 
ratifying tho payment by county treas- 
urers for services rendered by 
judges and clerks In tho primary elec- 
tion held In August, 190G, and under 
the act which tho supremo court after- 
ward declared unconstitutional. 

Senate Bill No. 584— Amending the 
practice act by regarding taking ap- 
peals to the supreme and appellate 
courts and time for filing records in 
the same. 

House Dill No. 899 — Amending the 
medical practice and empowering the 
state board of health to establish a 
standard of preliminary education 
deemed requisite to admission to a 
medical college In "good standing, 11 
and providing that the diploma of an 
approved high school or equivalent 
school requiring an attendance 
through four years or a certificate of 
having passed an examination before 
the state superintendent of public In- 
struction or like state ofllcer in the 
curriculum of Buch approved high 
school shall be satisfactory evidence 
of preliminary education. The bill 
provides for a fee of five dollars for 
the state superintendent for conduct- 
ing such an examination.

Matteawan, N. Y. — Harry K. Thaw, 
who was acquitted Saturday of the 
murder of Stanford Whlto on the 
ground of Insanity, began Sunday the 
routine of a simple life which the au- 
thorities at the State Hospital for the 
Criminal Insane say will mako his 
long stay in the Tombs prison In Now 
York city seem like the height of 
gayety in comparison. 

The now patient In the observation 
ward slept soundly Saturday night, the 
presence of the 50 other men In the 
dormitory not giving him the slightest 
concern. It was after the usual re- 
tiring hour when Thaw reached the 
hospital and he immediately went to 
bed. Ho had enjoyed the trip from 
Now York with his counsel, as well aB 
the dinner at the hotel In Flshklll 
Landing. Sunday he ate a hearty 
- breakfast at tho "knife and fork ta- 
ble." Only 54 men out of tho more 
than 700 In the Institution are allowed 
this privilege, tho others being re- 
stricted to spoons. 

At 3 p. in. Thaw attended divine 
service in the hospital auditorium or 
theater, conducted by Rev. Harry 
Sheldon, pastor of tho FiBhklll Land- 
ing Methodist Episcopal church. 
Expects to Be Out in a Week. 
During tho day Thaw declared to 
one of the attendants that he probably 
would not be In the hospital more 
than one week. Ho said bis lawyers 
would sue out a writ of habeas corpus 
in his behalf and he was sure he would 
bo allowed his liberty as the result of 
a hearing in court or nn inquiry bo- 
fore a commission. 

Thaw's picture and measurements 
for tho hospital records will be taken 
during tho early part of tho -week. Ho 
already has given hlB age to the au- 
thorities, as 37 years. During his stay 
In the observation ward, prior to being 
assigned to some particular division 
or to private quarters, ho will bo un- 
der the Immediate supervision of Dr. 
Amos T. Dakor, one of the medical as- 
sistants to Superintendent Lamb. Dr. 
Baker said ho would not allow Thaw 
to have liquor and tobacco unless his 
condition seemed to demand them for 
a time In medical moderation. 

He Will Have Special Meals. 
Thaw brought a largo sum of monoy 
with him to tho hospital, but finding 
ho would not bo allowed Its custody 
banded it to a newspaper man, who 
turned It over to his counsel. During 
tho week provision will be made by 
tho family for special meals and table 
delicacies for Thaw, tho monoy being 
placed in tho hands of tho authorities. 
At five o'clock Sunday afternoon Dr. 
• Brltton D. Evans of Morris Plains, N. 
J., and Dr. Smith Ely Jclliffe of Now 
York, alienists, arrived at tho hos- 
pital. Thoy wore employed by tho de- 
fense In both trials of Harry K. Thaw, 
and while both evaded questions re- 
garding thoir presonce here, it Is said 
they came at the Instigation of Mrs. 
William Thaw to examine her son. and 
bo . propared with ovldonce when 
habeas corpus proceedings are 
brpught up to liberate him.

Salt Lake City, Utah. — United 
States Attorney Hiram E. Booth, act- 
ing under the direction of the attorney 
general, Saturday filed in the circuit 
court of the United States for the dis- 
trict of Utah, Bitting here, a petition 
or bill in equity in which the United 
States Is made complainant and the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, the 
Oregon Short Lino Railroad Company, 
the Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Company, the San Pedro, Lob Angeles 
&' Salt Lake Railroad Company, tho 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fo Rail- 
road Company, the Southern Pacific 
Company, the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company, Great Northern 
Railway Company, Farmers' Loan 
and Truat Company, Edward H. 
Harrlman, Jacob H. Schlff, Otto 
H. Kahn, James Stillman, Henry 
H, Rogers, Henry C. Frlck and Wil- 
liam A. Clark, defendants. . 

Tho bill sets out In detail tho sev- 
eral agreements, contracts and opera- 
tions by which the several defendants, 
Harrlman, Schiff, Kahn, Stillman, 
Rogers, Frlck and Clark, at various 
times since January 1, 1901, aro al- 
leged to have secured for themselves 
and others tho management and con- 
trol of the various defendant roads, 
their branches and ' steamship lines, 
and to have ever since operated them 
In restraint of trade and commorco 
among the states and with foreign na- 
tions, in violation of the act of con- 
gress, approved July 2, 1890, entitled 
"An act to protect trado and com- 
merce against unlawful restraint and 
monopolies." 

The bill alleges combination and 
conspiracy among the defendants in 
derogation of the common rights of 
all the people of the United States. 
The bill is signed by Hiram E. Booth, 
attorney for the United States for the 
district of Utah; CharleB J. Bonaparte, 
attorney general of the United States; 
Milton D. Purdy, assistant to the at- 
torney general; Frank B. Kellogg, C. 
A. Severance, special assistants to the 
attorney general of tho United States.

Bricks of Bullion Recovered 
When Saloon Burns. 



Omaha, Nob.— Superintendent Pat- 
terson of the Pacific Express company 
returned to Omaha from Sidney, Nob., 
Thursday, bringing with him two largo 
bricks of bullion, believed to represent 
part of the loot of a robbery of tho 
company's ofllco in Sidney, Nob., in 
March, 1880. 

The metal was found burled in the 
debris of a saloon which burned two 
wcokB ago. The robbory was tho 
boldest of its kind ever pulled off in 
the west and the bullion, which had 
been received that day by stage from 
tho Black Hills, was valued at $127,000. 

One of tho bricks was sold to tho 
Denver mint a year after the robbory. 
Sheriff McCarthy, who then owned 
tho saloon which burned recontly, was 
believed to bo the leader of tho robber 
band, but tho express company was 
unable to secure hlB Indictment. His 
brothor was hanged later by vigilantes. 
McCarthy has boon dead several years.

Battleships Anchor for the Night In 
Possession Bay. 

Punla Arenas, Strait of Magellan. 
— A wireless messago wa3 received 
here Friday evening that the Ameri- 
can battleship fleet, which passed 
Point Dungeness and entered the 
Strnit of Magellan at two o'clock in 
tho afternoon, would anchor for the 
night in Possession bay and arrive at 
Punta Arenas at noon Saturday.- 

Possession bay Is somo 20 miles 
westward of Point Dungeness and 
about flvo miles from the entrance to 
tho first narrows, and affords good 
anchorage. 

Rear Admiral Evans* fleet now en- 
ters upon one of tho most difficult 
parts of Its trip to the Pacific, the 
navigation of tho eastern part of the 
Strait of Magellan. 

The first hundred miles of the Btralt 
are comparatively uninteresting. Tho 
land on either side is low and covered 
with grasB, with scarcely a tree to 
bo seen for the entire distance to 
Cape Negro.- Throughout this strexch 
the depth of the water rarely oxceedB 
200 feet, there aro many banks and 
shoals and tho tidal streams aro rapid, 
the tide rising from 36 to 44 feet. 

Through* tho first and second nar- 
rows the tidal stream runs straight, 
but at each entrance to these narrows 
tho volumo of water, which has been 
pent up botween such narrow walls, 
naturally seeks to spread itself out 
and consequently causes a strong set 
towards tho banks of either side of 
the end towards which the stream is 
running, and- d ^corresponding in- 
draught at the other end. 



Kansas City, Mo. — Five personB 
were burned to death and five 
others were injured in a fire in a 
three-story rooming house at 1116 
Wyandotte streot, near the business 
section, Saturday. The injured re- 
ceived slight burns and cuts, and none 
1b In a dangerous condition. All of 
the dead except Mrs. Bert lived in 
Kansas City. The Injured were taken 
to the emergency hospital. The firo 
started from an explosion of natural 
gas in tho basement. The flames and 
dense smoke spread quickly through- 
out the building. 

Cleveland, O.— The four-story brick 
building containing the mechanical 
department of the Plain Dealer Pub- 
lishing company was practically de- 
stroyed by firo Sunday. Tho adjoin- 
ing • structure, In which tho business 
and editorial offices aro located, was 
not seriously damaged. 

The building destroyed contained 
tho composing room with 22 lino- 
types, job printing plant, store rooms, 
boilers and dynamos and press rooms 
in the basement. It is thought that 
two of the three big presseB are not 
badly damaged. The loss on building 
and contonts Is estimated at $200,000, 
partially covered by Insurance. Tho 
Plain Dealer will be Issued from the 
Cleveland News office for the present. 
Late Sunday evening the Pennsyl- 
vania Railway company's freight depot 
caught fire and was partly destroyed. 
It Is In the midst of other warehouses 
and storage buildings and tho blaze 
was a dangerous ono. 

Rome, N. :*¥.— In the teeth of the 
wildest blizzard that, has swept 
Oneida county this winter firemen of 
three cities fought for five hours Sun- 
day a fire that, before controlled, had 
caused a total loss of a quarter of a 
million dollars in the business sec- 
tion. Three buildings accupled by 
commercial houses were destroyed 
and a fourth damaged, as was also the 
Arlington hotel.

— The New Amsterdam 
National bank, capitalized at $1,000.- 
000 and situated at Broadway and 
Thirty-ninth street, was closed by the 
order of the comptroller of the cur- 
reacy Wednesday night and National 
Bank Examiner Charles A. Hanna was 
placed in charge. 

The Institution's liabilities aro 
placed at $4,482,016, of which $2,065,- 
272.49 are due depositors. The bank's 
officers assert that not only will every 
depositor be paid In full, but the stock- 
holders will receive a substantial divi- 
dend. 

The New Amsterdam National was 
formerly ono of the chief links In the 
chain of banks established by Charles 
W.Morse. President Frank W. Kins- 
man, Jr., declared, In a statement is- 
sued Wednesday night, that "the clos- 
ing of tho National Bank of North 
America, attracting renewed attention 
to tho interests which had previously 
dominated both Institutions in their 
past administrations, started fresh re- 
ports of an exaggerated and sensa- 
tional nature which necessitated tho 
liquidation of the bank." Tho insti- 
tution occupied quarters In the Met- 
ropolitan Opera house. In tho heart 
of tho uptov/n theatrical district and 
numbered among its clientele many of 
those prominent on the stage. 

Now York. ■— The Oriental bank, 
on which a run of depositors was 
started Thursday^ did not open 
for business Friday.
